MEN DRIFT IN LIFEBOAT 16 
DAYS WITHOUT FOOD 


Only Two Alive When Picked Up— 
Ten Others on Torpedoed Ship 
Rescued After Twelve Days. 
LONDON, June 15.—-Two further in- 
stances of German submarine methods 
have been published. Ten members of 
the crew of the British steamer Kariba, 
which was torpedoed without warning 
230 miles from land April 13, were picked 
up after 12 days spent in an open boat. 
For seven days they had been without 
food and two of the survivors died after 
their rescue. Another boat with 21 men 


it was lost with all on board. 

The British steamer Caithnes was tor- 
pedoed without warning: April 19 while 
24% miles from land. The Captain and

REPORT OF “VICE” 
CONDITIONS HEAR 
BARRACKS DENIED 


t Says Picture Drawn 
by Civil Investigators Is 
Greatly Exaggerated. 


SOLDIERS’ CONDUCT GOOD, 


Gov. Gardner Asks County to 
Enforce Law Against Selling 
Liquor to.

Raymond B. Fosdick, - civilian chair- 
man of the War Department’s Commis- 
sion on Training Camps, is quoted, in a 
Washingtcn dispatch printed in today's 
St. Louis Star, as announcing that re- 
ports from St. Louis indicate a deplor- 
able. laxity of law enforcement around 
Jefferson Barracks, both with respect 
to morality and the sale of liquor. 

The dispatch, without quoting an au- 
thority, adds that vice conditions in 


{the vicinity of Jefferson Barracks are 


so deplorable that the War Department

Governor to Order Inquiry. 

The Governor said today, according to 
a Jefferson City dispatch, that he would 
instruct the Excise Commissioners of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County to in- 
vestigate the conditions mentioned in 
the letter, and te enforce the law against 
selling liquor to men in uniform. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter this 
afternoon read Fosdick's purported 
statements to Col. Irwin, commanding 
officer at the Barracks, the Colonel, with 
military directness, declared it was per- 
fectly damned absurd.“ 

“It is a plain, organized campaign to 
try to discourage enlistments,“ the 
Colonel added, vigorously. 

Col. Irwin emphatically denied that 
Drunkenness or immorality existed 
at the barracks. He stated that in- 
spectors from the Inspector-General's 
department yesterday had finished a 
day inspection of the barracks, and 


etory, insofar as the Ynorale of re- 
cruits was concerned. The War De- 
partment, he said, was fully infotmed 
as to conditions existing at the bar- 
racks, and he had not received any 
cémmunications from it ag to these 
réports which he branded as false. 

“fo show the public how absolutely 
false these reports are,“ the Colonel 
continued, in the last three or four 
weeks not more than three or four re- 
cruits.have been brought up on charges 
of being drunk. Since the declaration 
6f war more than 20,000 recruits have 
passed through the barracks, The per- 
centage of immorality or drunkenness 
at the barracks, as compared with a 
civil community of equal size, is infiini- 
tesimal. 

Recruits Kept on Reservation. 

“Recruits sent to the barracks are not 
permitted to leave the reservation, ex- 
cept in very unusual instances. Sen- 
tries are posted at every road leading 
to the barracks. Only the permanent 
establishment of 400 or 500 men, who are 
instructors, are permitted to leave the 
barracks. Some of then men live out- 
side the barracks. They were here be- 
fore the declaration of war and their 
conduct is proper. 

I have sent investigators out to the 
many saloons on Broadway, just north 
of the barracks gate. So far I have 
been unable to obtain evidence of a sin- 
gle violation of the law forbidding the 
sale or gift of liquor to a soldier in uni- 
form. 

„Some soldiers—a very few—are ob- 
taining some liquor. This comes from 
bootleggers, or from civilians violating 
the law. 

“If I obtain evidence of a liquor 
violation I shall immediately present 
it to the civil authorities for action. 
However, I want to remind sal 
keepers that the sale or gift of liquor 
to soldiers constitutes a violation of 
law by saloonkeepers, and not by the 
soldier.”’ 

Col. Irwin said he wanted the public 
to know that he was equally emphatic 
in his denial of charges of immorality 
at the barracks.

Crowds Wait in Line at Banks 
Here; Extra Help 
Called In. 


QUOTA OVERSUBSCRIBED 


City Wants $40,000,000 Bonds,

St. Louis banks and trust companies 
were overrun today with crowds of peo- 
ple in the eleventh hour rush to sub- 
scribe for Liberty Bonds till these in- 
stitutions. found their clerical. forces 
taxed to the utmost to take care of 
the rush. A meeting of the directors of 


the St. Louis Union Bank was held at 11 
a. m., an hour before Liberty Bond 
subscriptions closed, and authorized the 
purchase of an additional -million dol- 
lars worth of bonds. This purchase 
brought the total 
bank to $7,000,000, the lar 
any of the 8000 banks i 
Federal Reserve District. 

The Mercantile Trust Co. for itself 
and the Mercantile National Bank, an- 
nounced that its subscriptions gre- 
gated $6,029,400, and that the two Wat 
tutiéns had received approximatel 
000 individual subscriptions. 

Soon after the banks opened in the 
morning long lines of subscribers formed 
at the windows where the bonds were 
sold. Several banks employed extra help 
to handle the subscriptions, while at 
other banks the officials sent their ste- 
nographers to the bond departments to 
help out. The banks probably all will 
continue to receive subscriptfons for a 
few days and fill the orders taken from 
their own allotments. Since the bonds 
söld in some instances at a premium, 
however, there was a possibility that 
those who subscribed after noon today 
would have to pay the market price. 

: Subscriptions Being Totaled. 

The banks are forwarding their sub- 
scription totals to the Federal Reserve 
Bank as rapidly as possible, where 2 
force of clerks was at work trying to 
make up the totals of all subscriptions 
reported for the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District.

The campaign for the sale of bonds 
was pushed as aggressively this~morn- 
ing as if St. Louls was far behind with 
its subscriptions. The local bond com- 
mittees are eager to have as many in- 
dividual subscriptions as possible. The 
Government would like to be able to 
announce when the subscriptions are 
tabulated that 10,000,000 individuals 
bought Liberty Loan bonds. 

It has not been possible to tabulate in 
St. . Louis the subscriptions from the 
Federal Reserve District outside of the 
city. This district includes Southern 
Illinois, parts of Indiana, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Mississippi, all of Arkansas, 
and the greater part of Missouri. 

When it appeared at the beginning of 
the week that the district was going 
to fall behind with its subscriptions, 600 
men were sent out to put more pep“ 
into the campaign.

Indications based upon telephrone and 
telegraph reports from all sections were 
at that hour that every Federal reserve 
district in the country with the possi- 
ble exception of two, would subscribe its 
r-inimum quota and that many of the 
districts would oversubscribe the maxi- 
mum. 8 

Total subscriptions soared during the 
foregoon, Officia!s estimated before 
the books closed that a total of $3,000, - 
000,000 might be reached. 

Secretary McAdoo announced he did 
not think there would be another offer- 
ing of the remaining $3,000,000,000 author- 
ized By Congress before this fall. 

Reports from every section to the 
Treasury told of an avalanche of last - 
minute small subscriptions. 

At noon it appeared that.every Fed- 
eral reserve district with the possibie 
exception of Atlanta and Kansas City, 
had exceeded its minimum allotment. 

Districts Slow in Reports. 

Reports from these two districts 
were slow in coming in. With thou 
sands of banks to be fieard from in 
the two districts, however, it seemed 
likely that the tntinimum allotment 
would be reached in each case. 

Reports by telephone and telegraph 
from every section of the country told 
of an avalanche of small subscriptions 
at the last moment: Scores of small 
investors were standing in line at 
hundreds of banks throughout. the 
country during the final hour. The 
small subscriber apparently had re- 
sponded with an enthusiasm that ex- 
ceeded the most sanguine hopes of of- 
ficials. 

Swelling the huge total by millions 
came the belated subscriptions of the 
banks that held back till the last mo- 
ment.

One of these 
Was a soldier of the Crimea, who stii) 
wore the ancient uniform and carried 
on his breast decorations of the old 
days.

It is a great honor for a young sol- 
dier like myself to press the hand of 
an old soldier like yourself who has

Gen. Pershing was com- 
pelled to respond to another demonstra - 
tion after M. Viviani’s speech, and at 4 
o’clock he left the chamber, followed 
by a storm of cheering. 

Premier Ribot said in his speech: 

“The people of France fully understand 
the deep significance of the arrival of 
Gen. hing in France. It is one of 
the greatest events in history that the 
people of the United States should come 
here to struggle, not in the spirit of am- 
bition or conquest but for the noble 
ideals of justice and liberty. The arrival 
of Gen. Pershing is a new message from 
Pi „ident Wilson which, if that is pos- 
ak. surpasses in nobility all those pre- 
ceding it.“ 

M. Viviani, referring to the! Hench 
mission to the United States, said: 
“President Wilson holds in hignand all 
the historic grandeur of America, which 
now is launched forth\in the fraternal 
ynion extended by the great republic.” 

Turning to the purposes of the war 
contended for by the United States and 
the allies, M. Viviani declared amid 
great applause: 

„Restitution to an outraged people of 
that which has been taken from them 
by violence, reparation of all in- 
justice and the institution of guaran- 
tees against a recurrence of such a war, 
as well as the institution of a society of 
nations which will uphold and protect 
the pacific progress of mankind, such 
in effect are the things that President 
Wilson has declared for in his illustrious 
words: ‘Victory ‘or subjugation.’

HOW PRUSSIA'S AIMS 
HAVE BEEN REALIZED! 


President Tells of the Throwing 
of Belt of Military Power 
Across Central Europe. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—In spite of 
rain, a large crowd heard President Wil- 
son's notable Flag day address yester- 
day at the celebration at the base of 
the Washington Monument; All through 
the speech rain came down softly and a 
secret service man held an umbrella over 
the President’s head, while hundreds of 
umbrellas hid the faces of most of the 
hearers. Secretary Lansing introduced 
the President, and most of the members 
of the Cabiriet and others prominent in 
public life were present. 

In speaking of the Germans’ plans of 
conquest, the greater part of which had 
been accomplished, the President said: 

„Their plan was to throw a broad belt 
of German military power and political 
control across the very center of Europe 
and beyond the Mediterranean into the 
heart of Asia: and Austria-Hungary was 
to be as much their tool and pawn as 
Servia or Bulgaria or Turkey or the 
ponderous states of the Hast. Austria- 
Hungary. indeed, was to become part 
of the central German empire, absorbed 
and dominated by the same forces and 
influences that had originally Cemented 
the German states themselves. The 
dream had its heart at Berlin. It could 
have. had a heart nowhere else. It re- 
jected the idea of solidarity of race en- 
tirely. The choice of peoples played no 
part in it at all. It contemplated bind- 
ing together racial and political units 
which could be kept together only by 
force—Csechs, Magyars, Croats, Ser- 
vians, Rumanians, Turks, Armenians— 
the proud states of Bohemia and Hun- 
gary, the stout little commonwealths of 
the Balkans, the indomitable Turks, the 
subtle peoples of the East., These peo- 
ples did not wish to be united. They 
ardently desired to direct their own af- 
fairs, would be satisfied only by undis- 
puted Independence. They could be kept | 
quiet only by the presence or the con- 
stant threat of armed men. They would 
live under a common Power only by 
sheer compulsion and Wait the day of 
revolution. But the German military 
statesmen had reckoned with all that 
and were ready to deal with it in their 
own way. 

“And they have actually carried the 
greater part of that amazing, plan into 
execution. Look how things stand. Aus- 
tria is at their mercy. It has acted, not 
upon its own initiative or upon the 
choice of its own people, but at Ber- 
lin's dictation ever since the war de- 
gan. Its people now desire peace, but 
cannot have it until leave is granted 
from Berlin. 

The so-called central Powers, in fact, 
but a single Power. Servia is at its 
merey, should its hands be but for a 
moment freed. Bulgaria has consented 
to ite will and Rumania is overrun. The 
Turkish armies, which Germans trained, 
are serving Germany, certainly not 
themselves, and the guns of German 
warships lying in the harbor at Con- 
stantinople remind Turkish statesme 
every day that they have no choice 
but te take their orders from Berlin. 
From Hamburg to the Persian Gulf the

Present Coolness Not Abnormal 
‘for This Season, Official 
Records Show. 


Despite the general opinion that the 
spring and early summer this year have 
heen abnormally cool, official records 
of the Weather Bureau show that there 
has been little departure from the usual 
conditions. 

April temperatures were below nor- 
mal, the mean temperature being 53.7 
degrees, compared th 54.4 last year 
and 63.2 in 1915. In 1907 the mean tem- 
perature for April was 47 degrees. 

The lowest temperature recorded in 
May was 88 degrees on May 5, which 
was 6 degrees higher than the record 
for May 2, 1875. The mean temperature 
for May this year was 60.6 degrees, com- 
pared with 68 degrees last year. 

The highest temperature thus far re- 
corded for this year was 90 degrees on 
May 19. This was the warmest May 
weather since 1895, when a maximum 
May temperature of 94 degrees was re- 
corded. 

The mean temperature for the first 14 
days of June this year has been 73 de- 
grees, compared with 71.5 degrees last 
year. The highest temperature ever re- 
corded in June was 102 degrees, in 1901. 

Thus far the June rainfall has been 
only .46 of an inch, which is 1.58 inches 
below the normal for the first half of 
the month. There have been no heavy 
rains, but frequent moderate rains have 
given the impression of unusual wet- 
ness.

ESTION BEFORE 
| ALDERMEN TODAY 


Method of Selecting Three M 
bers to Serve in Conferences 
to Be Decided. 


In the absence of President Aloe from 
this afternoon’s meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen, Vice President Hall will 
have the task of choosing a method by 
which three Aldermen shall be appoint- 
ed to serve with Mayor Kiel and City 
Counselor Daves in the consideration of 
the United Railways Co.'s proposition to 
the city to abolish or reduce the mill- 
per-passenger tax and validate its un- 
derlying franchises until 1948. 

Hall told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
if he were to preside at the meeting he 


to select the three aldermanic members 
of the city's committee’’ to confer with 
United Railways! representatives. 

It is generally understood that Mayor 
Kiel and Counselor Dauer desire to have 
Hall on the committee, but as presiding 
officer of the board he could not grace- 
fully appoint himself. The caucus“ ap- 
pears to furnish Vice President Hall an 
exit from what seemed to be a parlia- 
mentary difficulty. Aldermen Tamme 
and Udell are expected to be Hall’s as- 
sociates on the committee. 

Hall has expressed himself in favor 
of discontinuing the mill tax, and he hag 
declared that he will support the propo- 
sal to “adjust the difficulties of the 
United Railways Co.” 

Conferences to Be Open. 

Mayor Kiel has announced that he will 
ask the United Railways €o. to enlarge 
its present committee from three to five 
representatives. Those named to act 
for the United Railways are Murray 
Carleton, A. L. Shapleigh and Richard 
McCullech, vice president and general 
™anager. Sessions of the joint commit- 
tee, Mayor Kiel says, will be open to 
the press. 

The plans adopted in Kansas City and 
Chicago. to reduce the capitalization of 
traction companies in those cities and 
to afford a partial public control over 
the operation and earnings of the lines, 
will be studied by the St. Louis com- 
mittee. 

Chicago has a profit-sharing arrange- 
ment with the surface traction lines 
there. The franchise given by the city 
in 1907, when the origina! grants expired, 
runs for 20 years, and provides that the 


companies shall be allowed 5 per cent on 


their capital value, which was fixed at 
$60,000,000 in that year, but has grown 
t. 147,000,000. The franchise stipulates 
further that the city shall receive 65 per 
cent of the net profits and the companies 
45 per cent. 

Chicago’s receipts under this agree- 
ment are about $3,000,000 a year, in ad- 
dition to about $732,000 in taxes. 

In Kansas City the street railway 
company received a -year franchise, 
with the understanding that adequate 
service was the prime consideration of 
the grant. The valuation in 1913, the 
year of the adjustment, was fixed at 
28,648.

City Has Equity in Property. 

The company is bound to pay all taxes, 
licenses and other expenses. Surplus 
income is to be credited to the city. for 
use by the company in the making of 
extensions and additions to the property 
until 36,300,000 shall have been expended 
for those purposes. The city becomes 
the owner of an equitable interest in 
the property to the extent of 36,300,000. 
After the city’s credits reach that sum 
the surplus will be divided in the pro- 
portion of one-third to the company and 
two-thirds to the city.

TREACHERY BY-OLD.

St. Louisan, Home From Mission 
to Paris, Tells of Relief Caused 
There by Revolution.

WAS AT ITALIAN FRONT 


Lee Meriwether Says Feats 
Against Austrians in Mountains 
Have Been Remarkable. 


The news of the Russian revolu- 
tion caused great joy and a feeling 
ot relief in France, according to Lee 
Merifether of 5211 Washington bor- 
levard, who has completed the dipio- 
matic errand on which he was sent 


to Paris a year ago, and has returned 
to St. Louis. Meriwether, who is a 
lawyer, and who twice ran for Mayor 
or St. Louis on an independent ticket, 
was sent abroad as special assistant 
to the Ambassador to France. The 
mature of his task, he said today, 
probably WW] not be made public un- 
til after the end of the war. 

“All last winter,“ Meriwether said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter, “there 
Was great uneasiness in official cir- 
cles in Paris, over the situation in 
Russia. It was felt that there was 
inefficiency or treachery in high Rus- 
} Sian official quarters, and the pre- 
vailing belief was that it was more 
treachery than inefficiency. 

How General Got Men Clothed. 

“One of the stories told in Paris 
Was about a Ruslan General who 
sent repeated requests to Petrograd, 
in the previous summer and fall, for 
the winter clothing which his sol- 
diers would need. The clothing did 
not come, and when winter ap- 
proached, with the soldiers still in 
their summer garments, the General 
wrote t ohis wife of the plight in 
which the men had been left by of- 
ficial neglect. She apealed, not to 
the Petrograd officials, but to a num- 
ber of the zemstvos, or local as- 
semblies, and the zemstvos, acting 


with remarkable promptness, pro- 
vided the winter clothing within a 
short time. 


“Such stories as this caused the 
French to fear that Russia was be- 
ing sold out to the enemy. When the 
news came of the resistance of the 
Duma to the Czar’s order for its dis- 
solution, the French people were 
elated, for they were reminded forci- 
bly of the events in their own his- 
tory, when a French King attempted 
to dissolve the StatesgGeneral, and 
when the National Assembly was 
formed'in defiance of him 

“Since I left Paris there have been 
occurrences in Russia which give cause 
for apprehension, but I do not believe 
the French can be as much worried 
about Russia now as they were last 
January.“ 


Visited Italian Fro 
Meriwether visited the Nallan front, 


including headquarters at Udine, where, 
as he puts it, even the King of Italy 
is now permitted to go about without 
full credentials. He said he believed 
the Italians expected to take Trieste, 
which is in plain view from their lines, 
but he said he would regard this feat 
as almost impossible if he had not in- 
spected the scenes of the remarkable 
victories that the Italians have already 
won. Their attacks on the mountain po- 
sitions of the Austrians, he said, were 
“like climbing up a perpendicular wall.“ 
Most of the soldiers he saw were from 
Southern Italy, but they do not seem to 
suffer from the mountain cold more 
than the North Italians. 9 

It was during his stay in Italy that 
the United States declared war on Ger- 
many. The news of this action, he said, 
was greeted by the Italian soldiers with 
demonstrations of the greatest enthu- 
siasm. 

Meriwether learned in Switzerland of 
the manner in which the German Gov- 
ernment tries, for the most part suc- 
cessfully, to keep the German people in 
ignorance as to the facts of the war. 
After the Jutland naval battle, he said. 
the Fliegende Blaetter, leading German 
humorous paper, displayed a cartoon in 
which Germany appeared as having 
killed the snake of British sea power. 
and the war and merchant ships of 
Germany were setting forth to roam at 
will over the seven seas. The latter 
occurrence is apparently as far away 
now as it was before the Jutland bat- 
tle, In which the British fleet inflicted 
about as much damage as it received, 
and remained master of the sea. 


British Files+t “Destrored.” 
An American Episcopa] clergyman, 


who was in Dresden until the declara- 
tion of war, told Meriwether, on the 
way home, that the people of that city 
were told that the British fleet had 
been destroyed, and that Germany 
ruled the seas, and that he had no op- 
portunity to find out otherwise until 
he got out of Germany. 

Returning on a Spanish ship, from 
Barcelona to Havana, Meriwether saw 
a German submarine in the Mediter- 
ranean. The Spanish ship was stop- 
ped by shots across her bows, and the 
Captain went over in a boat and 
showed certain papers to the subma- 
rine commander. These pers 
proved to be satisfactory, an the 
ship was permitted to proceed, the 
submarine sub merging.

ON TO VICTORY. 

In one of the most significant and moving 
speeches of American history, President Wilson 
‘on Flag Day told the American people why they 
dented step of sending soldiers to fight on the 
continent of Europe. 

There is no need to do with this utterance what 
| the Post-Dispatch felt impelled to do with the 
President's Russian message and other statements 
concerning the war—translate them into specific 
terms applicable to America’s own cause and stake 
in the war. 

Mr. Wilson himself with lucid clarity and con- 
vincing force tells why America was forced into 
the war and why we must press with all our might 
to 4 victorious conclusion. 

The issues he defined are twofold. The tirst 
touches the immediate honor, sovereignty and 
safety of the nation—the preservation of our own 
rights and Hiberties, our own free institutions and 
opportunities to develop our national life and in- 
dividual lives, free from despotic interference or 
armed menace. On this point he said, “The ex- 
traordinary insults and aggressions of the im- 
perial German government left us no self-respect- 
ing choice but to take up arms in defense of our 
rights as a free people and of our honor as a 
sovereign government. The military masters of 
Germany denied us the right to be neutral.” 

The crimes committed in America and the con- 
spiracy hatched and organized to control Ameri- 
can action and to destroy American industry, 
commerce and power were recited with telling 
force. In themselves they form ample cause of 
war. 

The second issue touches the conspiracy and 
plan of the German autocracy to dominate the 
world by force of arms. It embraces the common 
cause we have with the other peoples of the world 
in defense of democracy, of self-government and 
tie right to determine national development and 
destiny in peace and security. 

The history of the modern world, at least, since 
the Napoleonic era does not record an arraign- 
ment of a military autocracy for conscienceless 
ambitions and brutal methods, exceeding in 
convincing and pitiless force that drawn by 
Mr. Wilson against the German Government. 
He exposes the whole imperialistic scheme of 
German empire from Antwerp to Bagdad and be- 
yond, and the ruthless domination of Austria, 
Turkey and the Balkan peoples which it involves. 
He reveals the designs of the German military 
masters put upon their allies, next upon the peo- 
ples they have overrun or partly conquered, updn 
Russia, and finally, having achieved the imperial 
control of Central Burope and Asia, upon the 
world. 

Mr. Wilson exposes the deceitfulness of the Ger- 
man peace propaganda and the treacherous use 
of men and organizations whom the masters of 
Germany despise and will crush under their feet 
when their ends are gained. Having achieved 
so much of conquest and domination, the German 
autocracy wants to satisfy its people, consolidate 
its spoils and prepare for another armed raid on 


the world. On this point we quote: 

They have but one chance to perpetuate 
their military power or even their controlling 
political influence. If they can secure peace 
now with the immense advantages still in their 
hands which they have up to this point ap- 
parently gained, they will have justified them- 
selves before the German people; they will 
have gained by force what they promised to 
gain by it; an immense expansion of German 
power, an immense enlargement of German in- 
dustrial and commercial opportunity., Their 
prestige will be secifre, and with their prestige 
their political power. If they fail their people 
will thrust them aside; a Government account- 
able to the people themselves will be set up 
in Germany, as it has been in England, in the 
United States, In France and in all the great 
countries of the modern time, except Ger- 
many. 

If they succeed they are safe and Germany 
and the world are undone; if they fail, Ger- 
many is saved and the world will be at peace. 
If they succeed, America will fall within the 
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to the defense of the republic and its glorious 
cause? * 

The President warns us of the sacrifices that 
victory may demand. We believe that the Ameri- 
can people, understanding thoroughly the great 
end for which they are fighting, are ready to give 
all that they have—the men, the brains, the ener- 
gies, the wealth of the nation—to assure the safety 


of democracy.

MAGNA OHARTA DAY. 

It is singularly appropriate that the campaign 
for the sale of Liberty Bonds should reach its 
successful culmination on today of all days.

It was a long time dying, 
but the concessions wrung from a reluctant King 
then became the foundation upon which the 
whole modern superstructure of democracy has 
been built. 

Magna Charta was more than a bill of popular, 
rights. It was the fountainhead of inspiration 
from which ali struggling and oppressed peoples 
have refreshed themselves when the struggle 
waxed sorest and the spirit was most distressed.

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‘*GOOD RESULTS’’ IN LONDON. 

An aeroplane attack was made on Fort“ Lon- 
don Wednesday “with good results,” Berlin re- 
ports. 

The quality of the results“ obtained in this 
most ghastly of all cowardly German aerial raids 
may be judged by the casualties. 
ber of victims, including 97 killed, was nearly 
550, more than twice the number murderously 
harmed in any prior raid. A little less than one- 
fourth of all the victims were children, 122 in all, 
of whom 26 were killed, a number hourly in- 
creased by deaths among the seriously injured. 
Considering the horrible nature of the wounds 
inflicted in many cases, has there been since the 
systematic slaughter of Bethlehem a massacre of 
innocents that has given better “results”? 

Of the remaining victims about 140 were women 
and a considerable fraction infirm and aged men. 

This barbarous attack, news of which will circle 
the world with a thrill of horror, among savage 
as well as civilized peoples, is another of the late 
events that point to the allied need for more and 
still more war planes. Beaten off from the fight- 
ing lines in France, harried, pursued and sent 
flaming down to earth whenever they show them- 
selves there, the German flyers, with a hideous 
fear in their hearts, have discovered that it is 
safer to war on the helpless women and children 
of enemy commercial communities. 

It should be made a case of flying farther to 
fare worse. If Gen. French, who is th charge of 
domestic defenses and should have been warned 
by the destructive aerial attack of May 24, was 
caught napping this time, he must make ready to 
visit retribution on the child-killing aviators. 

Howard E. Coffin of our National Defense 
Board, in announcing an enormous expansion in 
America’s war plane program, indicates the requi- 
site for full protection, Aeroplanes by the tens 
of thousands, in numbers to fill the sky ‘and ob- 
scure the sun, will crumple the Germans who fight 
with men and the Germans who bomb school- 
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upon his head.’’

I knew that in the early his- 
tory of Bellevue Hospital he had 
waged and won a determined fight
